NOT WHAT HE WANTED 



Michigan Agriculturist in Doubt Con-j 
cerning Depart men t Litera- 
ture Sent Him.

Thire Is a farmer out in Michigan 
whose views as to the value of the agri- 
cultural department as a national insti- 
tution have been sadly changed. A let- 
ter received at Ihe depart ment a few 
days ago contained a plaintive wait 
from ihe disillusioned soil tiller, reports 
the Star. 

’’The Honorable Secretary of Agricul- 
ture,” he begins. "Esteemed Sir: l 

take my peu iu hand to write you about 
the agricultural department. 1 don't 
suppose you want to hear from me, hut l 
want you to read this communication.
